DEA reported an interview by Federal agents of the husband of a patient of 
ADAMS. In this interview the husband stated that his wife (the patient) had 
stopped seeing ADAMS because of "advances" that were made. This was not 
further illuminated and interviews with the patient were planned. 

We were advised of this interview by DEA and a case was opened. I only had a 
PO Box as address, so I requested a physical address from DEA. This address 
was received on 8 Dec. On 12 Dec I interviewed the patient who denied any 
problems with ADAMS and stated that she was seeing him until his office was 
"shut down." This agrees with a pharmacy profile that shows the patient 
receiving prescriptions until at least Oct 201 1 . 

The patient related one incident "years ago" when ADAMS attempted to kiss her 
on the cheek, but she refused and he never did anything again. 

I am therefore referring this case back to the Commission.
